HE cotton states can produce dairy products. Cotton lands make year- 
round pastures, produce feed crops abundantly. Milk production in cotton areas has 
jumped 130% since cotton acreage was at its peak in 1930, Creameries, cheese 
plants, and condenseries have grown apace. 

In days of normalcy and peace, the cotton produced on I I million acres of po- 
tential pasture and feed land was shipped to foreign markets. Only through res- 
toration of cotton exports can dairy farmers of other areas escape complete loss of 
Cotton Belt markets, and forestall unparalleled competition from the cotton states 
for markets that are left.
